Obi. As calmly as he pleafes, Roger; but | 
would advile him to argue fairly too, whic 
think he has not done in this Cafe. I never de 
ny'd that the Emperor Charles V. by his over- 
grown Power, eidanger’d the Liberties of Ev. 
rope , nor did I deny that Ferdinand Il, was once 
in a tair wav to have made himlelf abfolate in Ger- 
gacny. Bat what I priveipally arga’d was this: 
None of the Emperors ever have been, or can be, 
{6 poweriul as Caarles V. or as Ferdinand (1. be- 
caule of the Alteration made in the Conftitution 
of the Empire by the Treaty of Wefpbatia, which 
fer the Proteftants upon an equal foct with the 
Papiiis as to Freedom of Religion, belides the 
creat addition it made to their Power, by giving 
the Crown of Sweden fuch a footing inthe Em- 
pire, and by fecularizing Archbifhoprick=, Bifhop- 
ricks, Gc. which were giveu to the kamily oi 
Brandenburg and others at the faid Treaty 3 fo tha: 
all that Gentleman has faid about Charies and Fer- 
dinand, isto no manner of purpole, being what 
Logicians call Jgnoratio Eleachi. But allowing i 
were not, the mighty Power which he afcribes to 
Charles V. was, as I faid before, owing to bis 
Poffeftion of the Dominions of the Houte of Bur- 
gundy, then thericheit Family in Ewrope, Betides, 
that Gentleman takes no notice of other Acci- 
dents which advanced that Emperor's Power, of 
which there were two fo remarkable, as never hap- 
pen’d to any of his Prececeflors of the Houle of 
Anftria, nor is it probable wail ever happen to a- 
ny of hisSucceffors. The firit was, that the Pope 
was his Prifoner, by which, avd the facking of 
Rome, he purchasd immenie Riches 5 tor the 
Pope, to regain bis Liberty, put the vacant Car- 
Ginals Hats and other Great Benehess in his Dit 
pofal to Sale; which all came into the Emperor's 
Treafury ; and at the fame time the moft of Jra 
fy reoeiv’d Lawsfrom that Emperor, and were 
cbhig’d to farnifh him with what Men and M:ny 
they could, as one may fee by locking upun Svc.- 
din’s Coninentaries, which is ownd to be one of 
the beft Hillories in Euope, and particularly of 
that Reign. This very thing gave Cuarles Vea 
Power over all the Popith Clergy in his Domi- 


nious; fo that withomt being cbigd to ask the,

After the 
Defeat of the French at Pavia, the Pope, who be- 
fore that time favour’d the [ntereft of France un- 
derhand, was forc’d to pay great Sams towards 
the Emperor’s Army, and the Dukeof ALin was 
likewile oblig’d to pay Charles V. goooco Du- 
cats for reftoring him to bis Dutchy. Yet with 
all this Accetlion of Riches and Power, this Gen- 
tleman, who controverts the Point with us, makes 
che Emperor's own particular Forees but 30002 
more inhis War againit the Turks, than the A?-- 
las FHiftorique fays the Emperor is now able to 
raife tw his Hereditary Dominions. For the 300090 
he was to have from Jraly, he had as good {aid no- 
ching, fince he owns that he had no Mony to pay 
them. What he fays further, that the Emperor 
had not then iduirg tr Yy Tranfylv inia, &e. is of 
thefame ftamp , for thofe Dominions were theu 
poffls’d by his Brother Ferdizand, who was fe 
acited tohim by Affection and lurereft, that it 
was the fame thing. Betides Slidin, Cluverius, 
and other idifforians of chat time inform us, that 
the Dietof the Empire did afc him both with 
rattit the Turks, and the Prote 
itants did the like When he and they came to aa 
Agreement. But thet Waals OOD broke ; and when 
he made War upon then, ig wis aiiifted by alf 
the Papifls of the Eip.aie, and enter’d into a 
Peagae withthe Pope, che French King and the 
King of Polimd, tor their etter Deflrudtion; ta- 
wards woich ihe Papilis of the Empire were (0 
Zealous, chat ieweral Deerees were made in the 
Diet against the Vroteianis, and the Papills of- 
fer’d to melt down all the Chueh Plate, befides 
venturing their Lives and Fovtanes to root them 
our.
